Their very names are 
alluring: Wonder Peak and Marvel 
Peak, with their similarly-named 
passes; Cave Mountain, containing &@ 
cavern world awaiting cxploration 
Hke the Cougar of the Selkirks or 
the towering walls of Cascade and 
Gibraltar Rocks, rising 2,500 feet 
sheer above the valley, with a water- 
fall dropping from the skyline be- 
tween them. bd 

The first conqueror of Assiniboine 
was a Scot, James Outman, who, in 
1901, performed this most dimcult 
feat of mountaineering despite his 
modest description of it as merely 
“a decidedly dimicult bit of climbing.” 
I will let this intrepid Alpinist tell 
his own, story as found in the record 
book in ithe C.P.R. hotel at Field. 

“Chr. Hasler, Chr. Bohren and I 
went by train to Banff on August 30, 
1901, and were met there by Peyto, 
our outfitter, Next day we started 
with four pack horses, passing uD 
Healy Creek. On September 1st we 
did a huge day's work of over thirty 
miles, crossing ridges over 7,000 feet 
high, and with much timber work 
and climbing to the)Jake side at the 
north base of Assinivoine. 

“On September 2 we started on 

our climb, passing around to the 
southwest arete by the two cols 
northwest and west of the mountain. 
We were then enveloped for a day 
in mist and sleet, but got up to a pln- 
maclo on the southeast ridge about 
11,000 feet high. 

“On the following day In good 
weather we got off at 6.10, reached 
the northwest col (9,000 feet, atyi © 
7.55, the west col (9,500 feet) at 8.45 |} 
and the southwest arete at 9.20. Wo 
next climbed up the base of the big 
cliff belt (10,700 feet) and turned to 
the left gap between the Sept. 2 pin- 
nacle and the main peak, ascending 
ledges, gullies and rocks to the south 
arete, 11,600 feet at 12.10 and the 
summit, 11,800 feet at 12.33. 

“The summit ts a twin one, snow- 
covered and much corniced. Descent 
by north arete and face—the most 
diMicult bit of work yet undertaken 
in Canada. Steep, insecure, broken 
rocks and very steep ice slopes for 
2,000 feet. Then easier rocks to a 
glacier and so to camp at 7.45. A 
snowstorm the following night closed 
the peak for the season." 

One would hardly gather from 
this unadorned tale that the lofty 
roof of Assiniboine was before this 
regarded as inaccessible, that two of 
ita sides are nearly perpendicular, 
one being a sheer precipice hundreds 
of feet in height, and that the upper 
part of the pyramid is glare ico 
and partly loose limestone rock. But 
once conquered, others will follow.

Milky Manitoba. 

A total of 70,900,000 gallons. of 
milk were produced in Manitoba fn 
1919, according to a Health: Depart- 
ment report, just made public. Of 
this quantity, 5,000,000 gallons were 
consumed in Winnipeg, 10,000,000 
outside the capital city and the bal- 
ance exported. A total of 45,000,000 
gallons was utilized in butter mak- 
ing, 7,000,000 were used as sweet 
cream and to make ice cream, 1,000,- 
000 for cheese, and 2.000.000 gallons 
fed to young calves on the farms. 

Enough milk is manufactured into 
butter, cheese and ice cream to sup- 
ply ten cities with an equivalent 
Quantity of milk as that consumed in 
Winnipeg. . 

“It requires 60,000 cows, each 
giving 5,000 pounds of milk a year, 
to keep us supplied with dairy pro- 
ducts,” the*report continues. “That

- Can Relieve Power Shortage 


MANUFACTURERS IN BAY OF QUINTE DISTRICT FACED 
WITH SERIOUS LOSS IF POWER. SCARCITY IS NOT 
SPEEDILY REMEDIED—1500 EMPLOYEES AFFECTED IN 
BELLEVILLE ALONE—GOVERNMENT ASKED TO DIVERT 
WATER FROM STORAGE LAKES ON TRENT VALLEY 
CANAL SYSTEM 


. Power, shorta the Central Hydro district caused by the low 
water in the Treat River daily grows worse, an dthe manufacturers con- 
cerned are very much alarmed over the serious situation which has de- 
veloped. The district supplied with electrical energy by the Hydro Elec- 
tric Commission from its power developmenj on the Trent River includes 
all the ferritory from Oshawa to Kingston and between Belleville and 
Peterborough. 

Some weeks ago when the oower shortage, owing to low water in 
the Trent; first became noticeable the Hydro officials coped with the 
Situation by cutting off the power from industries for short periods, 
alternately, 2 group at a time, and the inconvenience was inconsider- 
able. Gradually the situation became worse, however, until it was no- 
cessary to shit the power off for days at'a time. 

Most of the industries in the Bay of Quinte district have been 
working at high pressure getting out orders, some working day and 
night, and the enforced closing down has caused heavy financial loss; 
besides throwing many out of employment. 


RELIEF PROMISED. 


The manufacturers of Quinte district, upon investigating the situ- 
ation, found that more power could be secured by diverting water from 
the storage system of the Trent Valley Canal system in the upper lakes 
a-d through E. Guss Porter, K.C., parliamentary representative for 
West Hastings, approached the government at Ottawa for re'iel. Mr. 
Porter laid the matter before Premier, Mcighen, members of the Cabinet 
and the Department of Railways and-Canals, with the result than an ar- 
rangement was reached whereby the Department of Railways and 
Canals will permit the storage waters of the canal system to be let down 
and reduced for power purposes to the extent of one-tenth of one foot 
per week from now until the present critical condition to manufacturers 
from lack of power owing to the low condition of the waters of the river 
Trent, and said Trent Canal is relieved by fall raids or otherwise. In 
order to protect the governmet from any possible action for damages to 
ptivate power developments or otherwise the manufacturers of Bay of 
Quinte district have signed an agreement relieving the government and 
Department of Railways and Canals from all claims for injury or dam- 
age that ‘my arise in consequeace of lowering the water in the storage 
lakes. . ah :

CHEAPER ALCOHOL 
FOR INDUSTRIES 

Ottawa, Oct. 4—A change in the 
regulations governing the denaturing 
of alcohol for industrial purposes has 
been made with a yi'w to making in- 
dustrial alcohol availab¥ to the arts 
aml industries at a more reasonable 
price than the present. Circulars ar 
being sent out by the Department of 
Inland Revenue authorizing, the man- 
ufacture and sale without restrictions 
of a new grade to be known as grade 
two benzol. The denaturants used in 
this are benzol, nitro-benzol and pine 
oil, and the cost of these denaturants 
will be very small as compared with 
the cost of methyl alcohol, which was 
formerly the only denaturant allowed 
to be used. The cost of the denatur- 
ant was responsible in a large moas- 
ure, it ix stated, for the high cost of 
industrial alcohol, amd therefore a 
committee composed of three  mem- 
bers from the Department of Inland 
Revenue with two from the research 
council held several meetings to de- 
cide on the {0gm of a new and cheaper 
denaturant to be allowed. This has 
now been set forth in the circulars | 
which are being issued from the de- 
partment, 

While nine distilleries have been li- 
censed for the manufacture of indus- 
trial alcohol, it is stated that'only two 
have yet begun the work, The oper- 
ation of prohibition in Canada has re 
duced the output of the distilleries to 
a great extent, aml some of them had 
closed down entirely, As a result 
there is a great shortage of alcohol for

questioned, has been making a tour of 
rAustralia, New Zealand, Canada and 
Ceylon. He comes back with an un- 
easy focling in regard to labour ques- 
tions. It arises from a discovery that 
in every country there is emerging 
what he calls “a kind of antipathy to 
work.” It is different altogether from 
the ambition to obtain better wages. 
He scems to think that the laboring 
man Is cultivating the idea that “there 
is something inimical to human work 
and happiness in work pai” se.” He 
was asked tn Australia to use his In- 
fluenca in favor of a fiveday week. 
found, on examining the proposition 
that it meant four and a half days, 
whereupon he told them about an old 
Book which says “six days shalt thou 
labor.”

He brands as “absolutely false”

“The Goat and Compasses.” Was 
once “The God Encompasseth.” An- 
other of a similar nature is the “Pig 
and Whistle.” It is very old, being 
derived from the Anglo-Saxon phrase, 
“Pign Wassail,” or “Hail, Virgin!” 
The “Lamb and Flag” ix also rellg- 
fous in origin, but it retains Its form 
unaltered. The “Swan With Two 
Nicks,” for its beak was marked with 
two cuts, or nicks, to show who own- 
ed it.

Captured By Poles 


WARSAW, Oct. 6.—The Poles have 
advanced to Mir in their drive against 
the Bolshevik troops, the Polish com- 
munique says today. Fifty thousand 
prisoners were captured in the vicin- 
ity of Lida ani sixteen Soviet divis- 
ions dierupted, the statement said.

In this the parents could assist won- 
derfully by immediately reporting any 
case of sore throat. Swabs were 
within convenient reach of all phy- 
sicians, and these swabs when used 
would be examined at the University 
atonce. In this way dangerous germs 
would be immediately detected, and 
means to prevent danger could be tak- 
en. Dr. Williamson urged that the 
strictest attention should be given 
this by parents, and in conclusion he 
reiterated that there was no cause 
for alarm among citizens —Kingston

ATLANTA, Ga. October 9—The

neries, and in every case boxes of 
matches have accompanied the no 
tices. The posting of the warning no 
tices on ginneries has been general 
in some section of Alabama and even 
merchants have been ordered to close 
their stores until cotton advances, In 
one county In Alabama, where two 
merchants disregarded the order to 
close, their stores wero burned. 
These threats to burn ginneries, 
coupled with the holding movement 
urged by the farm organization, are 
likely to reduce the volume cf cot-

Jive init: Hay SESE, 
That condition dates back to 1,500 
years or more ago, when this spot in 
the northwestern wilderness of Swe- 
den was settled, ‘and’ the setilers 
came into possession of vast forests, 
which they decided to hold as com- 
muon property. This\ was long before 
the age of lumbering In Swen, 
and when that time came and the 
forests wére commercially *valuable, 
efforts were made to persuade the 
peasants of Orsa to sell (heir common 
forest property.

But these descendants of the first 
settlers were shrewd; they argued 
that their woodlands were probably 
worth more than was offered and 
refused to sell until finally the pros- 
spective buyers have raised their of- 
fer unf{M the sum reached the total 
of millions, Then the forests were 
sold, but the money belonged to th 
community, and a parochial boa 
was elected to administer the “for- 
est fund,” as it in called, for the 
benefit of the parish. Taxes were 
immediately abolished, a systematic 
improvement of the parish begun 
and the“custom instituted of yearly 
dividing a goodly sum among the 
farmers for the purchase of seed, 
And so the parish of Orsa, in 
which the people are not individual- 
ly wealthy and have for years worn 
the same peasant costume, became 
eae y fs the “richest parish in the 
world.” 


Inspired Joan of Arc. 

The real heroine of France was 
not the Mald of Orledns, but Yolande 
of Sicily, daughter of the King of 
Aragon, mother-in-law of Charles 
VII. of France, according to Ernest 
Lesigne, author of “The History of 
the Real Joan of Are.” He writes: 

“Yolande of Sicily was a clear- 
sighted, intelligent woman, who' had 
great influence on the weak king 
of France, Charles VII. In ste of 
court intrigues she strengthened the 
alliance of France with’ Castile and 
the Duchy of Milan, with Brittany 
and Lorraine. It was she who sur- 
rounded the king with clever and 
Vallant captains — Dunois, La Hire, 
Xalntrailles, Duke of . Alencon, 
Richemant — who re-organized the 
army and became, by their*exploits, 
the terror of the English. It was 
she’ who stifred up the towns to a 
realization of the peril to their coun- 
try and created a militia, 

“It was Yolande of Sicily who, 
connected with the houses of Bar 
and Lorraine, conceived the idea of 
Stimulating the king's morale by In- 
voking the miraculous, and called 
Joan from Domremy, the maid, al- 
ready known to the Duke of Lor- 
raine. 

“While the presence of Joan of 
Arc crystalized the resistance of the 
French, the truth should be told 
about Yolande of Sicily. The legend 
of the-Maid of Orleans is a*beauti- 
ful one and cherished in France, bat 
the wise policy of Yolande should be 
taught as an example of the power 
of wisdom and Judgment in saving a 
gation.” 

When Whip Strikes Horse, 

To test the force with which a 
whip lash strikes the flanks of ’a 
horse, M. R. Gaudin, of the French 
veterinary journal, Le *Marechal 
Moderne, has been making some in- 
teresting sxpergnonts, 
carter to lash a large lump of moist 
clay. Under the action of the whip 
the lash penetrated a certain distance 
into the clay, and the holes’ thus 
made remained. 

M. Gaudin then made other ex- 
periments on similar lumps of clay 
to ascertain what force was required 
to produce similar holes. He found 
that with a coachman's whip a blow. 
equivalent to 75 pounds could be 
given; with a carter’s whip, one of 
119 pounds, if the lash be square, 
and of 145 pounds if it be round, and 
with that of a rat-tail whip one of 
313 pounds. 

Although a horse's skin is less sen- 

itive than our own, we can imagine 

what pain a‘lash in the hands of a 
strong man may be given when we 
consider how a blow of only three or 
four pounds on the palm or the back 
of a boy’s hand brings tears to his 
eyes. 

M. Gaudin's experiments prove 
that it is not the snapper on the end 
of the whip that cuts most deeply, 
but the lash itself.

Up to the 31st of De- 
cember,-1919, 1,184 houses had been constructed and about 1,000 have 
been erected or are being erected this year. These 2,200 houses will 
cost approximately for houses’and land $8,800,000, of which those who 
have taken advantage of the housing legislation have contributed about 


Ontario's share of the Federal Government's housing 


$1,000,000. The Provincial Bureau of Municipal Affairs is the authority 
for the statement that practically all these houses are for working men 
and women. In other words, Canadian workers have invested approxi- 
mately $1,000,000 in dwellings built under the provisions of the Pro- 
Vincial Act, the terms of sale of which provide for payment of an amount 
in cach month estimated by the Director as suffffient to pay the pur- 
chase moncy with interest thercon at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum 
at the end of twenty years from the date of the mortgage. 

Outside of these investments many workingmen have bought their 
own homes direct from private builders and the total investment hy 
Canadian labor all over the Dominion must be very large. Can the pros- 
perous conditions: Which have permitted these investments be continued 

under radical tariff legislation which must certainly disturb industrial 
stability and encourage unemployment and depression? Working men 
and women before subscribing to policies directly affecting their means 
of livelihood should carefully considgr the probable effects of their oper- 
ation. :

VISITS CANADA. 





iHe. Led: Canada’s Cavalry During fel 
“War. 
Maj.-Gen. Rt. fon. John B. Seely, 
for nearly four years commander of 
the Canadian Cavalry Brigade in 
France during: the war and in com- 
mand of mounted troops in the 
South African war, paid a, visit to 
} Canada recently. 

Born in May, 1868, and educated- 
at Trinity College, Cambridge, Maj. 
| Gen. Seely has had a brilliant career. 
His usefulness to his country has 
countless Umes been demonstrated. 
jin 1897 he was called to the Bar. 
He was first elected to the House of 
Commons for an Isle of Wight con- 
stituency m 1900, and in 1910 for 
“the Ikeston Division of Derby, which 
seat he still holds. In the South 
African war he served with the Im- 
‘perial Yeomanry and . won. several 
tnarks. From 1908 to 1910 he held 
the ofQte of Under-Secretary for the 
Colonies, and in 1911 Under-Secre- 
tary of War. Then from 1912 to the 
outbreak of the European war he was 
Secretary of War. 

Early in 1915, on the recommend- 
} ation of Lord Kitchener, Col. Seely 
Was appointed to command the Cana- 
| Sian Cavalry Brigade. The appoint- 
| ment was popular both in Canada and 
| Great Britain and his three and a 
} half years of leadership was marked 
| by great distinction. The following 
xeerpt is taken from a London cable 
| despatch to Canadian newspapers at 
| the tine of his appétntment, and giv- 
| ing an account of a discussion of the} 

more in the House of Commons:, 
“His appointment was  recom- 
mended by the field marshal com- 
manding and was confirmed by the 
Secretary of War. , 

“Lord Beresford asked was it pos- 
sible for the Secretary of War to 
know anything about Canadian opin- 
} ion on this matter, Had the censor 
stopped publication of Canadian 
opinion upon the subject, and was 
the House to understand that this 
country did not want to know Cana- 
dian opinion on the subject, which 
had created great interest in the 
Dominion? 

“Mr. Tennant said he was unable 
to say what the censor had done, but | 
the only Canadian officer with whom 
he had discussed the matter not only | 
accepted this appointment, but in- 
formed him it was highly popular.” 

One writer, discussing Seely’s re-} 
lation to Kitchener in the earlier! 
days of the war, said: i 

“The fact that Col. Seely, althougk | 
au former Minister of War, has dur-} 
ing the present conflict accepted, 
coniparatively subordinate positions, | 
being attached to Gen. French's staff, | 
reveals his strength of character and | 
inherent patriotism, Many men, un- 
der similar circumstances, would 
have been disposed to sulk. It will 
be remenibered that Col, Seely’s re 
signation from the War Office was 
occasioned by the’ misunderstanding 
as to the conduct of certain army of- 
| fcers in the Ulster crisis. Gen. French 
and another member of the Army 
Council, feeling that some refection 
Was cast upon themselves and thetr | 
action, resigned, and Col. Seely felt 
that he was left with no alternative , 
but'to resign also, Premier Asquith | 
endeavored to dissuade him, but Col, 
Seely insisted on taking his place 

with brother officers. 

“Incidentally, however, this paved 

) the way for Lord Kitchener's instal- 
lation as Minister of War in this su- 
preme crisis. Mr. Asquith for a time, 
before war loomed on the horizon, 
maintained the dual office of Prime 

Minister and Secretary of State for 

War, and when the crisis came and 
{it was universally recognized that 
| Lord Kitchener was the man to han- 
| dle the situation, Mr. Asquith had no 
didiculty in asking Lord Kitchener, 





















as a non-party man, to accept the 
portfolio of War Minister, and thus 
emphasize the nation’s solidarity, 

“Col. Seely would be the last man 
to complain of his successor, and his 
patriotism will commend him to our 
boys as one by whom they may well, 
be proud to be led.”

ROM now on British criminals 
sentenced for crimes which do 
not call for capital punish- 
ment will have to face the pos- 

sibility of being flogged as well as 
imprisoned. In ‘technical language, 
they may get the “cat.” 

In the last six months or so there 
hate been a number of hysterical 
hewepaper outbursts regarding an 
alleged “crime wave” in England. 
These have led to a revival of sen- 
timent—it is impossiblego say how 
numerous are the supporters — in 
favor of sentencing convicted crim- 
inala to a certain amount of flog- 


ging, in addition to the usual penal- 
ties of fine and imprisonment, 

The first case in point aroxe some 
week ago, when two men were sen- 
tenced for trying to rob a post office, 
in the course of which’attempt they 
thoroughly terrified the two women 
clerks on duty at the time. The 
judge, at the trial, gave them five 
years’ penal servitude, and, in addi- 
tion, ordered that they receive twenty 
strokes of the “cat.” 

The two men appealed from the 
decision to the Court of Critninal 
Appeal, which, however, upheld the 
original sentence, when the Lordi 
Chief Justice, Lord Reading, fave 
the opinion that: 

“The judge who passed the sen- | 
tence intended to impose an exem- 
Plary pentence as a deterrent to 
others, and more especially imposed 
the sentence of the ‘cat" with the 
object of deterring persons frow 
committing these very serious of- 
fenses.”” 

Lord Beverbrook’s paper, the Lon- 
don Express, heartily supports the 
principle of flogging. Referring to 
the decision in the case the paper 
Says: 

“It is a very proper view for the 
bench to take, 
reeult of five years of war, during 
which the value of human life was 
depreciated and moral standards up- 
set, there are now preying upon so- 
ciety a2 number of desperate criminals 
who do not hesitate to take life in 
order to accomplish their ends. 

“Only the judges who administer 
the law can end this state of things. 
They must make their punishments 
fit the crime; violence must be met 
with violence, the bully must be 
cowed. Mere imprisonment will not 
serve; the ‘cat® must play jts part.

that the Inland Revenue preventative 
officer at that place is issuing per- 
mits, to householders to manufacture 
home-made wine, 

Inspector Arnott, interviewed by 
The Intelligengpr «tated that he has 
ne specific instructions in regard to 
home-made wine and ia not concerped 
in ans beverage containing less than 
A two-and-a-half per cent, cotitent 
Mr. Arnott states his dutics are 
mainly concerned with the illegal sale 
of beverages containing over two and 
a half percent. and the home-made 
wine question has neyer come up in 
his experience.

INFORMATION WANTED 

: AS TO HOME-MADE WINE 

How closely The Intelligencer is read is evidenced in many ways. 
The latest demonstration as to the multiplicity of readers of this great 
family jougnal occurred as the result of the publication of a paragraph 
on home-made'wine which stated that it was necessary ‘to get _permis- 
sion from. the Internal Revenue Department to make wine, whether 
tape, dandelion or other vintage, and that the absence of such per- 
mission laid the householder making wine open to a fine of two hundred 
dollars. : 

} A Kingston paper first gave publication to the home-made wine 
statement in question, and considering that the facts were on straight, 
The Intelligencer thought it wise to pass the information along to our 
readers. 

It appears, however, that the information is more mis-informing 
than informing, for the Internal Revenue officials at Belleville declare 
that department has nothing whatever to do with home-made wine. 

* Since the publication of the article in question there have been 

- many enqquiries at the offices of the Internal Revenue officials and at 
‘The Intelligencer office, showing that the home-made wine question is 
one of considerable importance to many. 

3 “According to the Ontario Temperance Act, the making of bever- 
ages containing’ more than!two and one-half per cent. is illegal. Now, 
home-made wine in its initial stages does not develop more than a two 
arid a half per cent. kick, but it has possibilities of lusty development 
under favorable conditions. . 

_» Inasmuch as'a great many people purpose putting up a little home- 
made wine this season an official ruling from the Ontario License De- 
partment would be in order. 


WOMEN FROM BRITAIN 
FIND REAL WELCOME 

The London, Eng., Daily News has a letter from Ethel M. Rich- 
ardson Rice, who is travelling in Canada and writes from Medicine Hat, 
Ala., of the work.of the Soldier Settlement Board. 

She has come in contact with many of the wives of soldier settlers 
in.the prairie provinces, and comments on the efforts of the Board to 
comfort and assist the wives who have come overseas to make their 
homes on the western farms. Miss Rice says in part: 

} _» “Canadian women are wide-awake to the fact that this>fs_a wo- 
man’s century, and they haye formed local councils, which represent all 
the different women’s organizations of the district. The importance of 
home-making was impressed upon the Soldier Settlement Board, a Home 
ment was formed, under the presidency of Mrs. Muldrew, of 
wa, and Saskatchewan led the way by instituting a series of ‘short 
caurses in domestic science and home nursing. These have been a*great 
sycoess. TheJocal council of Women co-operated with the home branch, 
the University und the Red Cross, and arrangements ‘were made for 
conferences to be held at convenient centres. Seventy-five per cent. of 
thé soldiers’ wives who attended were British born, and of an excellent 
type, and these girls especially appreciated the lessons on bread and 
“‘pie’? making (a Canadian pic is a national dish, and differs from the 
Egglish variety; men have told me that they were reared on “‘pie" 
thfee times a day in lieu of bread). The University. of Saskatoon pro- 
vided the course of instruction, free of charge, and supplied the very 
beSt lecturers; the Red Cross paid for transportation, including taxis; 
dianers and suppers were provided free by various organizations; free 
biflets with bed and breakfast were arranged, with’ free car rides and 
theatre passes, and even {ree perambulators for the babies who could 
pot be left at home. 

They will find 
every ‘encouragement and a real_welcome, for a great wave of sympathy 
is:passing through*the land.* Canada’s great need is a healthy and in- 
dustrious population.

Smallpox is undoubtedly of Asiatic 
origin, having been known in China 
and India since remotest antiquity. 
The only thing of real importance 
that the crusaders in the middle ages 
brought back with them from the 
Near East was this horrible disease, 
which killed 600,000 people annually 
in Europe. A century ago it was 
reckoned that one-fourth of the hu- 
man race bore in blindness or dis- 
figurement traces of smallpox. The 
germ is doubtless a bacterium, but is 
too small to be seen even with a high- 
Power microscope, and so has never 
been discovered. 

Typhus Is a disease of uncleanness, 
and raged everywhere during the age 
of the louse—the period when knight- 
hood was in flower and there were no 
bathtubs. The late war has made us 
familiar with the Insect that carries 
the germ. The bug has probably 
killed more men than ever fell in 
battle. But where the malady had its 
origin, nobody knows.

In one, 
village, consisting perhaps of twenty 
houses, ten families wer€ recently 
counted, who by such means kept 
body and soul precariously together. 

But, bad as things are at present, 
they are bound to get worse. At 
one time the country could reckon 
on some share in what was over— 
after the Allies had done with them 
—of the military stores left by the 
Austrians at Catiaro and other 
places on the Dalmatian © coast. 
These were long ago exhausted.

Last winter and spring conditions 
were greatly eased by the interven- 
tion of America, which imported and 
distributed Marge quantities of food, 
clothes and medicines.

“In the little towa of Spuzh, 
for example,” said Mr. Ettinger, of 
the New York Post, “I learned that 
of the 673 men who went out to fight 
at the beginning of the Balkan wars, 
only seventy-two hag’come back, and 
many of these wefe cripples. The 
population ts largely made up of 
widows and orphans. But, indeed, 
thanks to the spleadid work of the 
Americans and to the generous col- 
laboration of the Serbian Govern- 
ment, it is nowadays rather an ad- 
vantage in Montenegro to be an 
orphan.

OTTAWA, Oct. 14.—Before the order of the Board of Commerce, 
ing a maximum price for sugar and restricting trade in that commod- 
if to purely Canadian channels, has been a day in operation, it was sus-

self of the arguments for and against the regulation at the present time. 
The Government bases its action upon a report by the Minister of Justice 
expressing his conviction that the Board of Commerce had not statutory 
power to promulgate such an order. Furthermore, the Minister and the 
Government ho'd that the powers conferred upon the board were never 
intended to ‘‘vesteain for the purposc of enhancing or maintaining prices 
buyers or sellers of commodities from dealing with the public at large, 
and to limit them tp buying or selling from as to only certain specified 
classes of the community with the cffect of practically prohibiting import- 
ation into Canada. 

The ordcr-in-Council suspends the sections placing ‘imitations upon 
the course of trade in sugar, declaring the order effective until the end 
of the year and providing for the filing of objections to the order with the 
hoard by October 3Ist. The Goverament in its order-in-Council does not 
specifically refer to the sections of the order fixing the waximum retail 
price of sugar at 21 cents a pound plus freight. It makes the price 
regulating provisions ineffectual, however, by removing the restrictions

They Propose' a German Colony 
s Quebec. 

The Mennonites in Manitoba — or 
rather some of them—are anxious to 
remove from a province in which they 
are required td educate their children 
up to the public school standard and 
give them a knowledge of the English 
language. They talked of removing 
to Brazil and the Mississipp!, but 
have not done so. The leaders may 
be willing enough, but most of their 
followers are reluctant to give up 
their fine, holdings in Manitoba. 
The latest proposal is that they shall 
remove to Abitib! in the Province of 
Quebec. The principal condition I 
which they submit for agreement 
with the Province of Quebec is: 

“The privilege of our own private 
school buildings and maintaining 
them at our own expense, and to edu- 
cate ourwhildren in the same, accord- 
ing to our creed in our own custom- 
ary German lafiguage without any 
restrictions.” ; 

This clause In the proposed condl- 
tions is well worded for presentation 
.to the Government of Quebec, close- 
ly resembling as it does that which 
French settlers outside Quebec are 
asking for. But, while the French 
language has constitutional rights 
and the only question is as to how far 
they extend, the German language 
has no footing in this country except 
what agreement or usage may give it. 

The Mennonites evidently want to 
use the German language and no 
other, and their leaders want the 
“children to get such education as they | 
prescribe and no more. They reject |

A Brave American.

TO PRESERVE OLD LANDMARK 


Creation ef National Monument Area 
Assures Security to Posterity of 
Famous Multan Tree. 

‘The Mullan tree, landmark of the 
old. Mallan rteail, the , first highway 
connecting Montana apd’ (dabo with 
the coast, «IN be preserved to pos- 
terity through the creation of a na- 
tlonal monument area by the presi 

dent. 

On Jaly 4, 1961, Capt. John Mullan, 
leader of the party having charge of 
the survey and construction of the 
Moallan trail from Walla Walla, Wash, 
te Fort Benton, Ment, closed his york 
at the connecting point of the roads 
from the east and west, at the bead 
of the Fourth of July canon. between 
Wallace. Idaho, and Coeur d'Alene. 
Idaho, There he marked appropriate 
ly a huge white-pine tree, which since 
that time has been known as the Mul- 
lan tree. Tourists seeking souvenirs 
of their jaunt along the Yellowstone i 
trall have damaged the ancient tree 50 
much that forest service officers have 
found it necessary to take steps to 
protect it, and, to accomplish this, 
have submitted a petition proposing 
that a national monument area be 
created, which has been approved. 


When Paint Causss Woed to Warp. 
Coatings of equal moisture resist- 
ance should be applied to all surfaces 
of a wood product which would give 
dissatisfaction if it were to warp in 
service. Tests at the forest products 
laboratory, Madison, have shown that 
exen when wood is properly kiln 
dried, no coating entirely prevents it 
from picking up or giving off mois- 
ture and, consequently, from swelling 
and shrinking under the influeace of 
varying atmospheric conditions. 

Varnish, shellac, and other mols- 
ture-restktant finishes merely decrease 
the rate at which the moisture 
changes In wood occur. The higher 
the grade and the more coats ap 
plied. the slower will be the moisture 
changes. 

Unequal coatings on opposite .sur- 
faces of a. wooden article cause un- 
eqnal rates of change In moisture con- 
tent and hence naequaled shrinkare on 
the two sides of the plece. , The result 
Is that the wood tends to cup or tylet 
out of shape. as

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‘EPIDEMIC PLAGUES, 





Imported Diseases Against Which 
Canada Fights. 

Before the armistice was signed 
the various departments of public 
health were making preliminary 
plans for an after-the-war campaign 
against epidemic diseases which wero 
only too certain to threaten an inva- 
sion of this cbuntry from abroad. 
War' spreads these dis ina 
(rightful way. Cholera, bubonic 
plague, typhus and smallpox are at 
the present time making havoc in the 
Old World, and they can be kept out 
of Canada only by the exercise of ut- 
most precautions. Plague, the “black 
death” of the middle ages, threatens 
every Canadian seaport. 

All of the great epidemic diseases 
seem to have originated in the Orient, 
where populations are thickest, most 
ancient and dirtiest. Thus bubonic 
Plague has apparently its «proper 
breeding place in the Yunnan pro- 
vince of China, which is a permanent 
storehouse of the Infection; and from 
that source have come all the waves 
of that dreaded mglady that havo 
swept the world or fe the beginning 
of historic time, One of these epi- 
demies, starting in 1894, took, 180,- 
000 lives in Canton, and for many 
years thereafter killed‘half a million 
people annually in India. The Worst 
on record struck Europe in 1334, and | 
wiped out 25,000,000—one-fourth of | 
the total population of that continent. 
The bacillus pestis, which fs tho | 
cause of plague, owes its distribution 
to the rat flea. A plague-stricken rat 
when it dies is deserted by the fleas, 
where thereupon are likely to seek 
human beings and bite them. « Tho 
plague germ thus communicated en- 
ters the glands, and sets up a rapid 
and destructive infdammation, which 
is usually fatal. 

Acquaintance with the germs that 
cause these deadly disease is a freat 
help In dealing with them. The bacil- 
lus of cholera is familiarly known, 
Its infection is spread most common- 
ly by drinking water, but sometimes 
by files and in other ways. In former 
days we had dreadful epidemics of | 
cholera in this country—for Instance,

American Sugar Refineries Company, the Jargest 
sugar refiners in the States, and who control some 
40 per cent. of the production of that country, are 
selling sugar on the basis of 22% cents a pound, 
equivalent to 25 cents'in Canada, at the present 
rate of exchange, several cents a pound higher 
than that contemplated for Canada in the order 
made by the Board of Commerce, and since set 
aside. ; i. 


At the present time the plants of four of the 
largest Canagian Retincries are closed ; thousands 
of men are out of employment; millions of cap- 
ital’ are temporarily inactive and unproductive. 


The refincrs have bought or ate committed to 
buy raw sugars, to the value of over $60,000,000, 
Their sales'in Canada due to the conditions be- 
fore stated, are at a stacdstill. 1t follows that 
the financing of the raw sugar already under con- 
tract, should these conditions continue indefinite. 
ly. will be an impossib'c task for the refincries 
with all their resources. The burden will devolve 
upon the banks il a critical situation comparabic 
to a panic is to be avoided. 


The question naturally arises, why have the 
Canadian Sugar Refineries allowed this situation 
to develop aad what justification have they for 
appcaling for public support of their industry in 
this crisis. . 


The Refinerics disclaim responsibility for the 
situation. 


They maintain that if.they had been left to 
shape their own course the situation, so far as 
they are concerned, would not have developed: 

They frankly admit that had control of their 


business not been taken out of their hands by 

agents of the Government, they would now have 

no shadow of excuse for appealing for protection. 
What are the facts? mf 


For over a ycar the Board of Commerce, cre- 
ated by the Government, excercised absolute 
control over the prices at which sugar could be 
sold in Canada, and fixed the price, from time 
to time, on a basis contrary to all established com- 
mercial usages. 


At the same time the Trade Commission, an- 
other agency of the Government, refused per- 
mission to the refiners to export sugar, which 
they might have done and thereby reduced their 


liabilities very materially without injury to the | 


. domestic market, 


Government control went further and even pre- 
vented the resale abroad of raw sugars not ne- 
cessarily needed in Canada. 


Government control caused the refincrics to lay 


in additional stocks of raw sugars after the price | 
had advanced and when it was economically less ° 


desirable to buy. 


Throughout all these transactions, the refin- 
crics vigorously protested against the invasion of 
their rights and {frequently gave warning as to 
what the ultimate result would be. They were 
met by assurances that their rights would be fully 


The present appeal of the refiners to the Gov- 
ernment and to the Board of Commerce Is merely 
a request for a fulfilment of the pledge thus given, 

In the same judgment, as- illustrating the 
powers of the Board, it says :— 


“THE BOARD WILL PROHIBIT ALL RE- 
FINERS FROM SELLING TO OTHER THAN 
WHOLESALERS. IT WILL PROHIBIT 
WHOLESALERS FROM BUYING FROM 
OTHER THAN REFINERS. IT WILL PRO- 
HIBIT SPECULATORS FROM BUYING OR 
SELLING AT ALL.” 


In other words, the Board assumed full powcr 
to control the price as well as the conditions un- 
der which sugar was marketed in Canada. 


The ruling recently made by the Board and 
suspended by the Government, pending a further 
hearing, was in strict conformity with the prin- 
ciples the Board had laid down and is in no sense 
an innovation. 


Sugar control and restrictions on exports were 
finally lifted July fst, 1920, but with the order 
revoking the restrictions a letter was issucd from 
the Department of Trade and Commerce which 
practically once more tied the hands of the refin- 
cries so that they were not free even then to sell 
their products in the world's markets, where the 
price was still some six cents a pound higher than 
the prevailing market price in Canada.

Had they been rh entircly {rec, ¢ven at this 
late date, to adjust their trade to the new condi- 
tions, Canadian refiners could have sold their pro- 
ducts abroad at a price that would have protect; 
cd them against the slump which has since en- 
sucd, and enabled them to meet later conditions 
without serious loss. Again, they were prevented 
from doing so. ,

ON THE ALTARS OF IGNORANCE. 
Fourteen babies ovt of every hundred dic in their first year in the 
United States, and to combat this appal'ing waste of human life baby- 





welfare movements have been started to dispel the clouds of ignorance 
so menacing to child life, and by edGcating the mothers to give the in- 
fants a better chance to fight their way through the danger period. A 
writer in the Christian Advocate, Pittsburg, claims that no other na- 
Z ten has as bad ‘a record as the United States in infant mortality, which 
he characterizes as a disgrace, and states that, boys and girls of school 
age are treated not much better than the babies. Tens of thousands 
of children are suffering from physical defects that might easily be re- 
medied if the particular States and communities were as careful and hu- 
mane as they should be in providing medical inspection for all children, 
establishing community clinics, and installing school and community 
nurses. This is offered as a simple and approved pregram: ‘Long 
hours of sleep with open windows; daily use of tooth brush; one full 
bath a week; plenty of outdoor play every day; at least four glasses of 
water a day; plenty of fruit and vegetables in the diet; a-bowel;move- 
ment_every day.” Hf these few rules were obeyed, “tour Anierican 
children would be healthy little animals, whatever else they might be." 
If we really have the welfare of our young at heart, here afe a few 
other things we should do: 
“We ought to teach our children health ‘in terms of 
strength, and beauty and joy, rather than of weakness and 
disease." We should tell a boy that if he keeps clean and sleeps . 
long hours and takes plenty of outdoor exercise he will feel 
well, and will grow up to be a good athlete and hunter and 
fighter for t ak and for good causes, like Theodore Roose- 
velt. The girls should be told that by keeping clean and well 
they will have a sense of bodily comfort, and will, grow up 
“fresh, pretty and attractive, like the girls in the advertisements 
of the high-grade magazines—or at least as near like them as 
human being could ever become. In, teaching very 
young children the necessary rules of health, it is enough to 
tell them what to do, rather than why it should be done. The 
all-important thing at this age is to install” right physical 
habits. Children of grammar-school age should be given the 
why, So that they may have their reason satisfied, and so co- 
operate more cheerfully and wisely in the health program laid 
out for them. At the high school age, scientific knowledge 
concerning -health and pérsonal welfare should be imparted to 
the child, and he should be actively interested in community 
health programs.

INTOLERABLE G2NDITIONS 

We must repeat with added empha- 
sis, what was said in previous reports 
regarding the very unsatisfactory con- 
dition of the present Home Building. 
Tt has for years been lacking in the or- 
dinary comforts, dnd even decencies of 
life, while the combined kitchen and 
dining room is now almost uninhabi- 
table as it leaks in a score of places 
and apparently cannot be repaired ¢x- 
cept by putting on a new roof, which 
we fear that part of the building will 
not stand. The matter of a new home 





was brought up before the City Coun-| 


cil, by whom it received sympathetic 
consideration, but action was post- 
poned owing to the pressure of other 
obligations previously assumed. We 
think the members of the Asociation 
and the public generally should be 
made acquainted with the existing con 
ditions in order that public sentiment 
can both justify ard urge immediate 
action. A considerable number

men and women, including most of the interest the total saving to 


members of the City Council, have 1- 
spected the building during the past 
twelre months and in every instance 
were surprised and shocked at the al- 
most intolerable conditions existing. 
and which we hope will in the 

future be remedied, We “quote 
following details from a statement 
submitted to the Council: ‘The in- 
mates live by day and sleep by night 
in the same rooms, with no proper 
system of ventilation. To quote from 
Inspectors report, ‘Inmates should not 
he allowed to remain in dormitories 
in ‘daytime.’ In our present building 
however, this is unavoidable as there 
is but one room for the men and one 
for the women, which we are sure you 
will all agree is very unhealthful, An- 
other serious defect of the building is 
that we have no infirmary ward or 
separate room for the sick, When an 
inmate is ill or even dying the other 
inmates are compelled to spend 
whole of their time in the same room 
under conditions that are generally 
very disagreeable and sometimes al- 
most unbearable.

result is too obvious to require furth- 
er comment, In view of these condi- 
tions, you will, we are quite 
agree that a new Home sltould be pro- 
vided and you are aware that accord- 
ing, to the Statutes this dnty devolv- 
+s upon the Cougcil. For a long time 
the inadequacy of the present build- 
ing, has Leen recognized, and this is 
not the first time this matter has been 
brought to the attention of the Coun- 
cil. As far back as 1906 the Associa- 
tion pointed ont the need for a new 
building and in 1908 the then Council 
took the matter into consideration. 
The report of the W.C.A, for 1908 
says:

future vse or at once digging them in. The fallen leaves of 
each autumn are, apart from decaying trunks and branches, 
nature's. systematized and almost only material contribution to 
the fertility of the forest soil, which gives strength and size 
and grace to the trees. The department of agriculture at Wash- 
ington has given it out as a scientific fact that as a fertilizer » 
they are better than barnyard manure. To show that they are 
equally valuable in our, gardens, I have this year been making 
some experiments. Previously 1 had utilized them as a winter 
cover for strawberries, and then in the spring dug them in, with 
the result of having strawberrics of large size, but, late in 
March last, they were placed to the depth of six inches over the 
beds in which were to be grown sunflowers, asters, melons and 
s beans, and were well dug in. 
beyond waste liquids from the kitchen. The soil was a sandy 
loam, and care was taken. to hive oceasional surface cultivate 
tion, and to provide, throughout the summer, ample moisture. 
The result was a revelation. The sunflowers. grew to cleven 
and twelve fect in height and the'r flowers were all ten to 
twe've inches across. The asters were two and a half and 
three fect high, and their flowers were all four to five sind at 
half inches in diameter, and in their perfect shape were like 
chrysanthemums in beauty. ‘The melons overran the beds al- 
lotted to. them by several feet, while the beans, although not 
very specially noticeable for the growth of their stems and 
leaves, continued up to the middle of September to contribute 
about every second week to oie dinner tible. It does not fol- 
Jow that the same fertilizing x: te will do for all garden plants, 
but in these days when artificial fertilizers are so unnecessarily 
expensive, it is well to have so readily sssible tbat which 
nature has so liberally provided.” :

USING: WASTE LUMBER. 
‘’ 


By-Products of Sawmill “May Bo 
Valuable. 

Only, forty per cent. of our cut 
timber {fs utifized; the rest ts thrown 
away. ‘This, sounds as if we were 
wilfully wasteful; it means really 
that the unused sixty per cent. is in 
such shape that it would not pay to 
use it. The problem of utilizing waste 
material, we are told by James D. 
Lacey, writing in the Lacey Timber 
Digest, is that of making its utiliz- 
ation profitable. This blem, he 
says, is being rapidly solved, in the 
case of timber wastes, by the work of 
chemists: for chemistry affords the 
chief key in’ thia instance.” The en- 
hanced value of timber to-day fs mak- | 
ing profitable the conversion of waste 
into merchantable products — hence 
the activity of those who are study- 
ing those products. Not impossibly, 
Mr. Lacey thinks, the by-products of 
the sawmill will outvalue, in the near 
future, the finished lumber, Alcohol, 
tanning extracts, turpentine, pine 
oils, fibre for all sorts of fabrics, 
“wall board,” Insulating materials— 
these are but a few of the products 
that may be obtained from sawmill 
waste formerly thrown away. Writes 
Mr. Lacey: 

“It is not altogether improbable 
that the time may come when the 
by-product distillates of wood will 
rank in value with the product of 
the co-ordinate sawmill operation. 
No one knows just when the pro- 
duction of petroleum may begin to 
fall below the tremendous and con- 
statly increasing demand for oll, 
Whenerer a serious shortage sends 
oll prices above a certain point, how- 
ever, ethyl (grain alcohol distilled 
from wood) will afford an efficient 
substitute for many purposes for 
which ofl products are now used, in- 
cluding the operation of internal- 
combustion enginés for the automo- 
bile and’ other automotive machin- | 
ery. Grain alcohol may be produced 
from anx wood at relatively low cost 
and by w process which.yields other 
products of value zs well, Wood alco- 
hol, produced by destructive distilla- 
tion, is one of the pioneer by-} 
products, but one for which the de- | 
mand is increasing rapidly, but tor | 
direet use and to serve as a denatur- 
ing agent for grain alcohol distilled | 
for industrial use. | 

“Relatively few. of the important | 
chemical by-products can be produced 
from any one wood. Tanning extracts, | 
for example, are vdtained chiefly from ' 
the bark of oak and hemlock, Tur- | 
pentine is reclaimed from those 
woods possessing te neccesary resi- 
nous content. Pine oils as the name 
implies, are produced from the pines, | 
But chemical serutiny demonstrates 
that practically every wood possesses 
important by-pi oduct possibilities 
that may be gre. ‘ly magnified as ex- 
perts explore fusiuer the feld of or- | 
ganic chemistry, | 

“During the war the range of by- | 
products was greatly increased. In! 
Germany fabrics of many varieties 
were devoloyed and manufactured 
from wood. Wood fabric rugs and | 
carpets of serviceable character were | 
produced, Bars and sacks, fibre | 
silks, finitation leather, and many 
{ other articles of utility found market } 
| as substitutes for materials that were |

Organizer for League of Red Cross 
Gocieties Tells of Need of 

Europe's Orphans, 
“While we at home are intent on 
Industrial expansion and a place in 
the sun, Europe fn its war-weakened 
condition {s OSghting for its very 
-existence,” said Donald W. Brown, 
director of the department of organi- 
zation inethe League of Red Cross 
Societies of the World, which has its 
headquarters at Geneva, Switzerland. 
He visited Toronto to learn the peace 
program of the Canadian Red Cross 
Society and to establish closer contact 
between it and the league, 

Millfons of War Orphans. _ 

Having just arrived from Europe, 
Mr. Brown was able to give the Cana- 
} dian Red Cross some first hand In- 

formation concerning the people of 
Europe. He called attention particu- 
larly to the condition of the children, 
so many of whom are now orphans. 
While the exact number who have 
lost one or both parents during. the 
war cannot be determined, the most 
conservative estimate places the nuin- 
ber at over ten millions. This num- 
ber seems quite consistent with the 
heavy war casualties among 50 *“nany 
| nations. 
| Dependent Upon Charity. 

The condition of these children Is 
| tn most cases very pitiable. Many of 
them have no homes and they are | 
| dependent upon whoever may be) 
charitable and kind enough to help 
them. Bout there are few who are 
able to give such help for the mass 
; | of the people of Ruasia, Poland, parts 
of Roumania, Czecho-Slovakia and 
other countries are so poor that they 
have not necessaries for themselves. 
Consequently in the great area be 
tween the Baltic, the Black and the 
Adriatic Seas, there are millions of 
children who face the next few years, 
and particularly the coming winter, 
without hope of proper care unless 
outside assistance is given them.

Estimating Age of Moon, | 
Geological dates can hardly be very 
precise, yet Prof. W. H. Pickering 
seeks to reconcile Sir George Darwin's 
view that the moon wax thrown off 
from the earth less than 60,000,000 


years ago with the Agures of rock stu- 
dents showing that the earth's crust 
became solidified at least 1,200,000,000 


years ago. Professor Pickering’s sug- 
festion, as stated in Popular Astron- 
omy, ts that the moon was detached 
xhile the earth material was still 
sufitelently plastie. but that for ages 
It circelated around the earth as a 
cloud of fragments. The tidal infla- 
ence of this cloud being small, the 
earth would have long retained Its 
primitive rotation period of about four 
hours. Ceririfugal force would have 
greatly reduced gravity In the tropics, 
making It possible to explain the ex- 
istence of reptiles of such huge size 
as'the Atlantosaurus and the Diplodo- 
cus, and the flight of such heavy rep- 
tiles as the Pterodactyls. It seems In- 
dicated that the fragments consolidat- 
ed in-the Cretaceous period, which was 
marked by a great Invasjon oftho land 
by the sea and a tremendous volcanic 
activity that may hare been due to the 
great tides ralsed while the young 
toon” was so near the earth., This

In. past years organized 
labor has been opposed to any compe- 
tition from prison labor and it ia still 
strongly adverse to the products of 
the penitentiaries being placed on the 
market in competition with the pro- 
ducts of free labor, Little objection is 
now taken, howev to the Govern- 
ment utilizing prison labor for the 
making of goods required by the Gov- 
ernment. 

It is understood that the Department 
of Justicé is inclined to the view that 
good would result if convicts ¢ uld be 
given opportunity to earn some money 
during the‘ terms of their imprison- 
ment. x; 

In the case of married? itn earn- 
ings could be used for the support of 
families, while unmarriel men would 
have something orf which to make a 
Yresh start at the end of their terms. 

The Use of Tobacco. 

The commission will look into all 
aspects of the labor question in the 
penitentiaries. It is also probable tirat 
it will take up the question of the use 
of tobacco in the penitentiaries. At 
present it is supplied only to convicté 
laboring at certain tasks, such as sew- 
er work. Other convicts receive al- 
lowances of tobacco only on the doc- 
tors’ orders. 

In connection with the framing of 
new regulations it is thousht probable 
that a plan may be adopted for the ex- 
change of guards as the best means of 
preventing a system of trafficking be-

The canvasser was giving ten dollars of his own money and* 
fiteen dollars’ worth of time to the Navy League, and if he 
did sit in at a seventy-five cent business luncheon, don’t you 
think he paid for it himself many times over in cash and service? 

A feature of all modern movements for the raising of funds 
for general public benefit is the Business Luncheons, or ban- 
quets, as they are sometimes called. : 

WHO PAYS? » 

The question is often asked, ‘‘Who pays for these 
spreads?” 2 

The answer is‘easy. Generally they are paid for directly 
by the psople participating just to prevent possible criticism, 
but in any event they are paid for twenty times over in cash con- 
tributions and service by the people who attend the luncheons. 

In all community movements it is the busiest men who are 
called upon to put them over. Their time is valuable and gen- 
erally fully occupied but they have to find time for their meals 
and it has been found from actus! experience that the best time 
to get them together and the-most economical time for all con- 
cerned is at lunch time, when they can kill two birds with one 
‘stone as it were and talk business over the luncheon table. 

Theso’men are prepared to give liberally of their time and 
money for all worthy objects, and thcir time alone is worth a 
great deal of money, so that the fcod consuthed at busiress 
luncheons is paid for many timcs over in cash and service by the 
people who attend these luncheons, 

5 FIFTY DOLLAR MEN. ‘ 

“As an example at a recent luncheon held in Belleville one 
man present who was not expected to contribute a cent said: 
““T cannot give the campaign any time, but here’s fifty do"ars.”” 
Another man who attended-a business lunchcon said, that he 
had not taken any interest in tho. campaign before but upon 
getting an inside view of it he was prepared to give a sub- 
stantial subscription of his time. .He also arranged at that 
luncheon to give the campaign twenty dollars in advertising 
Space in the local papers. 

Many more instances along the same line might be cited. 

There have been no*Navy League banquets in’ Belleville 

.thus far. There have been one or two business luncheons for 
workers attended by not more than a dozen people in any in- 
stance. The Rotary has held luncheons and paid for them; 
so have the Lions. 

INVESTMENT IN PSYCHOLOGY, 

No great movement is successful in’these days without the 
expenditure of money in publicity and psychology, but the en- 
tire expense in actual cash seldom amounts to one cent in every 
dollar raised. 

Without publicity all of these movements would fall flat as 
a pancake and without the application of business principles and 
a Study of the human side of community service there would be 
no large movements at alf for the geilcral benefit of humanity. 

There does not seem, therefore, any real necessity for a 
Tempest in a,Tea Cup, for nothing is free, not oven Salvation, 
and nobody who is anybody wants anything for nothing—so 
there you are. There are two sides to every auestion, and some-

Dogs of the North. 

It is commonly believed that the 
Eskimo dog. the husky, is 
almost identical with the wolf, but 
this fs not the case. The Eskimo dog 
is short and stocky, with broad head 
and pointed muzzle. Generally it is 
gray in color, says Mr. Diamond Jen- 
ness, the well-known traveler, and 
the hair is close and long,jwhile the 
furry tail curls round over its back; 
the legs are short, very stout, and 
covered with fur. The shortness of 
its legs and the great natural 
strength that the animal possesses 
make it of excellent service on the 
bard sea ice but almost useless in 
the soft snowdrifts of the interior ef 
the continent. (The Indian dog is 
taller and less stoutly built, with 
longer legs and a shorter coat of* 
hair.) Tho Arctic wolf, on the other 
hand, is a dirty yellowish white, larg- 
er and heavier than the dog, and fur- ; | 
nished with a jaw of tremendous size | | 
and power. Even our largest St. Ber~ 
nards would find themselves over. 
matched by the wolf of that region 
No doubdt the husky is descended 
from a wolf, or at least froui‘its first 
cousin; but the difference between 
them now is very great. Nor does the 
Eskimo dog possess the savagery of 
the wolf. Starved and abused, it can 
be savage enough, but under the most 
ordinary care and handling it is as 

docile and faithful as any dog. 


“Bishop of the North Pole.” 


One of the most striking personall- 
tles at the recent Lambeth Confer- 
eace was the Rt. Rev. R. J. Lucas, 
Bishop of the Mackenzie River dio- 
cese, known to his brother clerics as 
“Bishop of the North Pole.” For the 
600,000 square miles of his di ‘ 
stretch over the frozen wastes of th¥ 
Arctic regions of Northern Canada 
to the farthest Eskimo settlements, 
and. in visiting the seven mission 
posts every year he travels several 
thousand miles. It is a diocese of 
only 6,000 people, of whom 100 are 
whites, 900 half-breeds of Scottish 
and French origin, and the rest of 
Indians and Eskimos. Nearly all are 
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with warm water and teeming with 
fish; the country was alive with bear, 
caribou, duck, pheasant, wild geesc 
and other game, and they found gold 
in a number of the creeks. 

“McIntyre waz to hare made 2 sr- 
cond trip into the mysterious’coun- 
try, but the outbreak of the war pre- 
vented him. Now that the force has 
been increased in numbers, explora- 
tion is to be resumed. For five hun- 
dred miles east and west of the Por- 
cupine river and from two to three 
hundred miles north of it there is a 
vast unexplored region as litule 
known as the planet Mars.”
